Insurance 
corporation, a subsidiary of

compieted a national business sur­ 
vey with results very similar to 
those made by other organizations 
and agencies.

munity of any .size in which they 
are not occurring. Here is one from 
Kansas City; 
Nea rly 
four 
years

Aug ust, 1930 - a young 
girl 
w a s 
found bruta lly slain in one of the 
public parks. Local police did their

w'ell 
as w a s showm by the 
fa ct tha t wnthin a few' da ys they 
had arrested her slayer.

mitted the crime. In October of the 
same yea r he w'as brought to trial, 
convicted and sentenced to death.
